Willard Boeger’s Sudden 
Passing Mourned By 
Community 


Financial Problem Is As 
Big As Ever; Will Fur­ 
ther Curtail Expenses 


Garden Club’s Exhibit A 
Credit to Town; Hard 
Work in Dry Season 


Mr. Willard Henry Boeger, 23, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Herman IL 
Boeger, 316 East 
Euclid avenue, 
Arlington Heights, suffered a skull 
facture about 4:30 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon as he was doing an ac­ 
customed stunt on a motorcycle, ac­ 
companied by three other Arlington 
Heights young men, also on motor­ 
cycles on Dundee road, about half 
a mile east of Rand road. Standing 
on the seat of the machine, as he 
had done many times before, his 
foot slipped and a fall was the re­ 
sult. The other young men in the 
company 
w’ere 
William 
Lacina, 
Leonard Rodewald and John Weh­ 
ner. 
Mr. Boeger w’as brought to 
his home, w’here he 
passed au’ay 
apout six o’clock Monday morning. 
The sudden departure of this es­ 
teemed young man 
was a severe 
shock not only to his immediate 
family but to his many friends in­ 
cluding his employers, Malzahn 
and Goedke. 
“He worked 
for us 
going on seven years,” said Mr. Al­ 
bert Goedke, a member of the firm. 
“He wTas a good boy, w*e never had 
any trouble w’ith him; he w’orked 
steady and he always gave our cus­ 
tomers 
good 
saitsfaction.” 
His 
employers trusted him entirely and 
w’ere much attached to him. 
He was very much 
of a home 
boy having also a decided mechan­ 
ical bent. 
He reported for work 
every morning; in case there were 
not a full day’s work for him, his 
rule w’as to come home and help the 
family in caring for the house, yard 
or cars; he made himself a part of 
the home life to an unusual degree. 
He had graduated from the public 
schools and had one year of high 
school. 
He w’as bom March 23, 1908. His 
father, Herman H. 
Boeger, has 
served as village trustee in Arling­ 
ton Heights. 
The funeral service w’as held at 
the home on Euclid 
avenue, the 
Rev. H. A. Kossack of the Presby­ 
terian church officiating, and was 
largely attended. 
Burial w^as in 
St. 
John’s 
cemetery, 
Arlington 
Heights, arrangements by Karstens 
and Eippe:. 
Besides his parents, Mr. Boeger 
leaves a sister, 
Helen, 
and two 
brothers, W alter and 
Leroy; tw'o 
grandmothers, Mrs. H. W. Boeger 
and Mrs. Anton Wasser; and many 
other relatives and friends. 


“Go ahead and 
sprinkle. 
The 
more water you use now the better 
wTe like it!” 
This is the word passed around 
ay the Village board of Arlington 
Heights since the starting of the 
flow of w’ater through 
a six-inch 
main making a cross-connection 
with the race track’s 930-foot well 
and w’ater tow er, last Saturday aft­ 
ernoon. 
It took the C. M. Porter 
company only about a wreek to do 
the tunneling under 
the highway 
and railroad, install their valve and 
meter, and lay about 1500 feet of 
main. 
About 400 gallons a minute was 
the maximum found to come down 
into the Arlington Heights mains 
W’hile the Arlington Heights pres­ 
sure W’as low’ and the 
race track 
water towel full. 
At other times 
200 gallons a minute were report­ 
ed. 
Flush Mains 
Due to urgent complaints of stale 
w’ater, particularly from south side 
people located near dead ends of 
mains, the W ater 
department of 
the Village opened up 
street hy­ 
drants in that part of town, and 
flushed out the mains, starting im­ 
mediately upon the coming of the 
race track water. 
The 
mains in 
Laudermilk’s Arlington Park sub­ 
division, nearest, 
the 
race track, 
were flushed out Monday. 
Flush­ 
ing of all the mains will continue 
until the whole town is gone over, 
according to Mr. Albert 
Goedke, 
chairman of the Water committee. 
It is the hope of Mayor Flentie 
and the board members that the 
Village may now obtain through 
the underwriters, better insurance 
rates as a result of the increased 
w’ater supply. 
The race track water connection 
is to be used to care of the peak 
demands for water, 
according to 
M:. Goedke; that 
is. dependence 
wall be on the village w'ells until the 
lowering of pressure, w hen the val­ 
ve in the race track will be opened 
and the race track water will come 
rushing. 
* 
The ban on sprinkling lawns was 
put on June 30, to conserve water 
for fire protection and sanitary 
and domestic use. 
Pressures 
as 
low’ as 15 pounds w’ere noted, and 
irequently second story bathrooms 
were without w’ater. The hundreds 
of temporary lodgers 
during the 
races intensified the difficulty. But 
such troubles are oelieved over with 
for a long time to come; certainly 
if the deep well project is complet­ 
ed reasonably soon. 
According to the contract with 
the race track, the village gets the 
w’ater at the estimated cost, which 
is 12 cents a thousand gallons. 
It 
sells the water to the people at *30 
, cents a thousand, up to the first 
5,0C0 gallons, above which there is 
a reduction in the rate to users. So 
wfith plenty of w’ater to draw from, 
’ “go ahead and sprinkle.”

NILES GARBAGE ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance providing for the 
disposal of garbage and other 
waste material in the Village of 
Niles, County of Cook, State of 
Illinois. 
Re it ordained, by the President 
and Board of Trustees of the Vil­ 
lage ot Niles, County of Cook and 
State of Illinois: 
SECTION I. 
It shall be the 
duty of every owner, or agent or 
occupant of any house, building, 
flat, apartment or tenement in the 
V illage of Niles, where persons re­ 
side, board or lodge, or where ani­ 
mal or vegetable matter is pre­ 
pared or served, to provide such 
house, building, flat, apartment or 
tenement, and at all times to main 
tarn in good order and 
repair a 
■separate vessel or vessels- for gar­ 
bage.

garbage, as prescribed in the pre­ 
vious section of this ordinance 
shall be water-tight and made of

It was chance that made a hero out of John 
Scannell, but it wasn’t chance that made him 
an expert in the Schaefer method of resuscita­ 
tion. The nature of the Company’s business 
pointed out the value of that training years 
ago. It was made a part of the Company’s 
regulations. Men, women, linemen, laborers, 
clerks, salesmen, managers—everyone is given 
che instruction. 


The Company has no records of all the 
cases where people have been revived through 
the knowledge its employes have of life­ 
saving and first aid. In 1926, the President of 
the Company established the Britton I. Budd 
Medal for the Saving of Human Life.
